Of Lonely Manchoukuan Ruler

Manehoukuo, l*i—Em- 


peror Kan* Teh of Manehoukuo, the 
"empire" which Japan has set up in 
Manchuria, ha* bwn described as 
ttie 
"loneliest and 'most 
Isolated 


monarch In the world." 


Other kings live In great marble 


palaces, 
surrounded by 
courtiers, 


brilliant members of court and socie- 
ty. But Henry Pu-Yl. as the emper- 
or was known after he lost the re- 
nowned dragon throne In China, lives 
quietly and almost alone In the old 
salt administration building which 
the Chinese abandoned here years 


This building resembles a barn 


more than a palace, yet the demo- 
cratic young emperor is said- to be 
against the construction of a more 
suitable domicile until all the other 
state buildings In this new capital, 
are completed. Meantime Japan has 
built a magnificent palace-like home 
for its own ambassador here and he 
lives in grander style than the em- 
peror. 


Virtually A Recluse 


Since 
his 
enthronement 
three 


years ago, Emperor Kang Teh, whose 
name In Chinese means "Noble Vir- 
tue," has been out- of Hsinking onlj 
three time*—once to worship-at the 
tombs of bis ancestors in Mukden— 
again to review Manchoukuo's army 
and navy at Harbin, and finally to 
pay a visit to the Emperor of Japan 
at Toklo. 
His majesty, who is 33 


rears old, spends the greater part of 
his life, behind the gray brick vails 
of the'drab and forbidding salt^ad- 
minlstration building near the Chin- 
ese quarter Of the town, where .he 
might well b> a recluse. 


The emperor's Japanese protectors 


apparently feel that if the "Son of 
Heaven," as the emperor is called, 
ventures out too much, he may ex- 
pose himself to possible attack by 
disgruntled Chinese seeking revenge 
for the emperor's alleged betrayal of 
China In favor of Japan 


The walls and gates of the em- 


peror's solitary home are covered 
with barbed wire, and charged with 
electricity. In each of the four corn- 
ers of the royal compound, forming 
a part of the high brick wall around 
the enclosure, is a staunch block- 
house, • bristling wfth machine-guns, 
barbed-wire and hand-grenades.

to have • become more inaccessible 
than ever.

ever, the emperor, according to high 
authorities has been provided i»ith| 
one or two specially selected fem- 
inine companions, so as to insure an 
heir to the throne. Children by con-, 
cubines may legally succeed to tne \ 
throne when there are no other male'

THE PROPER DIET FOR MAX 


At a session in the Great Hall of 


the British .Medical Association, the 
entire time v.-as given to the one sub- 
ject—keeping fit And the two sub- 
jects discussed were quite properly 
diet and exercise 


Prof \Vinr-lfrpd Cullis said: 
Proper feeding v. as a matter of 


quality as well as quantity and of 
knowledge as well as income. A sat- 
isfactory dietary must include, first, 
proteins, the so-called body-bullderi, 
and one-third of the necessary pro- 
tein must come from animal pro- 
teins—milk, meat, eggs, or fish, the 
remainder from vegetable sources, 
bread and 'other cereals, and the 
pulses. 


The second element In the diet 


was fats and carbohydrates, the fats 
being found in such foods as butter, 
lard, margarine, suet and fat of 
meat, and the carbohydrates la the 
foods containing starch and sugar. 


The third element was mineral 


matters, found, generally speaking, 
In fresh natural foods, milk being 
of particular value because contain- 
ing calcium and phosphorus in the 
proportions needed for the building 
up of bone. 
The Londoner's habit 


of eating watercress was a wise one 
because the cress contained both iron 
and iodine. 
It Is unfortunate that 


such an all round food as milk 
should be deficient in iron. 


"The addition of extra iron to the 


milk reduced the death rate in in- 
fants by 50 per cent. Iron was found 
in egg-yolk, dried peas, oatmeal, 
spinach and raisins 


Vitamins come next. 
All the vl- 


tamias were necessary for growth 
and each in addition seemed to play 
a special part. Vitamin A kept the 
membranes of the body in a healthy 
condition; vitamin B was needed for 
the health of the nerve tissues; vi- 
tamin C prevented scurvy; and vi- 
tamin D was necessary to the health 
of the bones and teeth." 


The value of an extra pint of milk 


a day was shown by the fact that it 
increased both height and weight In 
school children. I£ the vitamins were 
right ihe chances were that the rest 
of tne diet would be satisfactory. 


"The diet should be varied, be 


moderate, and include, every day, 
some meat, or fish, or cheese or eggs, 
also milk and butter, and fresh 
green vegetables and fruit." 


While the above is not new to 


most readers it is Interesting and 
gratifying to know that the highest 
authorities in this country and. Great 
Britain are agreed on what is tbe 
best diet for man.

Cowlea esti- 
mated that three, of every ten 
"blanks" contain nioney in some 
form. Other letters, known as "In- 
complete*," usually haVe the name 
tout little else. Still other envelopes, 
although properly addressed, lack 
stamps and remain 
unclaimed. 


Others are addressed to towns which 
do not exist. 


Some of those place names which 


were used last year, but are un- 
listed in the postal guide include 
Zenda. 111.: Sodia. Wis.: Holton, 111.; 
Pentown, Ind.. end Rich, III. 


From his discussions with postal 


Inspectors Cowlea has formulated 
several theories explaining the fail- 
ure of persons to address letters 
and packages correctly. 


One group he classified as "inter- 


rupted addreaaea." In this case the 
writers were apparently interrupted 
by a visitor, office boy, maid, or 
ringing of telephone or door bell, 
and forgot to complete the address. 


Another group Cowles called the 


"association of ideas." As an ex- 
ample, he said. "Suppose one per- 
son is writing to another who lives 
at Fort Recovery. Ohio. 
Absent 


tnindedly the writer may scribble 
off 'Fort Convalescence.' We get 
lots ot them like that, but we can 
usually figure out what the writer 
had in mind." 


The high percentage of "blanks" 


in sending money Cowles ettributcd 
to the fact th»t the writer has al- ' 
ready written out a name and ad 
dress on money order slip or pos- 
sibly check, and gets the ide* he 
has done all the addressing neces- 
sary. 


Until three years ago dead letters 


and packages cost the government 
more than $150,000 • yesr, • staff 
of 136 being maintained in Washing- 
ton for the department. 
In 1933. 


however, 1.032 first class postoffices 
were authorized to handle their own 
dead mail and a saving of 5100,000 
resulted. 
Only nine persone are 


needed in Washington now.

tion manufactured shoe replace the 
hand forged shoe. 


"Shoes for human beings can be 


turned out in factory lots," he said. 
"but when it comes to horses a shoe 
must be built to actual measure*- 
menu of the hoof to be perfectly 
satisfactory for the hone to get all 
the speed available out of ' his 
muscles."

Grinnell Land flora; the flag that 
flew over the camp at Lady Frank- 
lui bay. and tattered fragments of 
the flag flown over the farthest north 
camp established by the expedition.

Earliest Apples Grown 


by the First Settler* 


All of the apples grown before 


1790 were seedlings from wild stock, 
asserts a writer in the Rural New- 
Yorker. Wild apples, probably in- 
cluding a few selected kinds, were 
known in England before the Puri- 
tans departed for this country. 
Seeds from these trees and perhaps 
young trees, were brought over by 
the very early settlers. 
Before 


many years apple trees were grow- 
ing about every home, and along 
fence rows or in vacant lots. Occa-, 
•tonally th»se seedling trees pro- 
duced fine fruit and, when this was 
the case, a supply would be saved 
for f a m i l y use, and scions 
would be given away to be used in 
top-grafting other seedling trees 
that did not bear good fruit. 
In 


some cases the demand for scions 
was so great that the vitality of 
the original tree was weakened by 
much cutting, and its length of life 
thereby shortened. 


From about 1700 a few selected 


kinds of apples of real worth began 
to appear. At first these were quite 
local, as there were few means for 
widespread distribution. 
Most of 


the earliest sorts were given names, 
either after the man who discovered 
them, or for the town or locality 
where first grown and distributed.

Gnus Down to Roots 


WaDabys and wallaroos resemble 


kangaroos so closely that strangers 
are inclined to group all three in 
one family. To one unlearned in 
natural history, observes Mason 
Warner to the Chicago Tribune, the 
chief points of difference are that 
the kangaroos are found only on 
the "downs" or prairies, and the 
wallabys and wallaroos live among 
rocks and in the mountains. 


The latter two are lighter in color 


and come two or three sizes smaller 
than the kangaroos. The shape, 
atructure and characteristic mode 
of locomotion are almost identical. 
garooa get together they are called 


When a score or more of kan- 


garoos get together they are called 
• "mob." A mob of 'roos will go 
over gracing land and eat the grass 
down into the roots, taking deeper 
nibbles than either sheep or rabbits. 


Kangaroos are such a pest in 


some sheep-growing districts that 
the landholders organize 'roo hunts.

Monument for an Artist 


Who Discovered Tomato 


Like Its cousin, the potato, the 


tomato was discovered by the Span- 
iards in South America. When the 
Spaniards conquered Peru t h e y 
found quantities of tomatoes grow- 
ing in that region. When it was 
introduced to North America about 
the beginninf of the Nineteenth cen- 
tury, writes a correspondent in the 
Northwest Farmer, the tomato plant 
was regarded as strictly ornamental 
and its product, the "berry," was 
thought by the colonists to be very 
poisonous. 


It is not definitely known Just 


when the tomato was found to be 
non-poisonous and edible or how the 
discovery came about. But tradi- 
tion has It that it was a New Eng- 
land man who despite the warnings 
and dire predictions of his friends 
first ate of the "love apple" in this 
country. This fearless fellow is 
said to have been Michele Felice 
Come, an artist whose best known 
paintings were those depicting naval 
battles of the War of 1312. 
And 


there stands in a cemetery at New- 
port, Rhode Island, a monument to 
Come, the man who took a chance 
and thereby performed a great 
service to mankind. 


Once the tomato was found to be 


edible its popularity spread rapidly 
through the country, especially dur- 
ing the latter half of the Nineteenth 
century when men in the seed busi- 
ness put forth their best efforts to 
convince people of its value as a 
food. As its popularity gained, hor- 
ticulturists gave it more and more 
attention with the result that there 
are more than ISO distinct varieties 
of the tomato.
